The bids which will be opened 
today will make up the second set 
of proiposals received for this work, 
Mr. Clark said. The first he ex. 
plained all ran considerably above 
til 
appropriation and bidders were 
•shea to scab down the plans to 
kt'*o within the limit. 
The letting of the bids will mark 
the commencement of the last of 
the program of construction at state 
institutions authorized by the last 
legislature Mr. Clark said. Under 
Ilia1 program ruins totaling about 
$1,250,000 have been silent on new 
buildings* and, in addition, board 
of public affairs records show, the 
board has spent about $500,000 for 
repairs, maintenance and betterment 
at the various institutions in the 
last two years. Fund's thus spent 
have bf en from appropriations for 
maintenance and repairs and from 
the revolving fund of the board, 
tho chairman said. 
The state insane hospitals have 
received a large part of the money 
spent upon new buildings, records 
show, construction at the three at 
Vinita. Norman and Supply 'total­ 
ing about $500,000. This included, 
according to Mr. Clark, two ward 
buildings at Supply. $200,00; two 
ward 
buildings, bids for one of 
which arc 'to be opened today at 
Norman. $150,000! one ward build­ 
ing at Vinita, $150,000. 
Two buildings were erected at 
the state school for the blind at 
Muckog e. These were a ward build­ 
ing, which cost $60,000, and a dairy 
barn which cost $10,000.

A total of $70,006 was allotted 
aud used in the construction of a 
heating plant and the completion of 
the fine arts building at the Okla­ 
homa College for Women at Chick­ 
asha.
